SONAL PROPERTY VALUES.

Blection—Othber Items of Interest. 


Macon, Ga., March 10.—[Special.]—It is a 
little remarkable that there is a great disparity 
in real and personal increase in property val- 
nes. While the real estate of Macon has in- 
creased in value to the amount of $220,692, the 
persopalty has fallen off $1,014. Although the 
magnificent property of Mrs. J. L, Jones has 
been lost to taxation by being bequeathed to 
the Episcopa) church, still the increase in value 
is markcd. With the exception of afew in- 
stances, ike the Lanier house improvements, 
there have been no big buildings erected, nor 
gieat improvements made. It stands to regson 
then, thatthe most of the buildings have been 
small homes. These homes are évidently oc- 
cupied, because there are few vacant houses to 
be found inside the city limits, 

Now, just how to account for the falling off 
jm personal property values is the question that 
puzzles local economists. There should have 
been furniture and belongings and other per- 
sonal property to go along with these new 
hemes, suflicient to have at least kept the per- 
sonalty up to Jast year’s assessment. As it is, 
there is a loss of over a thousand dollars. 

The as:essors have been as diligent as possi 
ble, and bave labored zealously to secure just 
and equitable returns and assessments, and they 
have spared nobody when the city’s interests 
demanded a fust increase above the sworn re- 
turns. 

The 3) real estate returns show that Macon’s 
growth is slow but steady. There isa few 
hundred thousands increase every year, and it 
takes eight figures, at least, after three-quar- 
ters of a century, to indicate the taxable prop. 
erty of the city. Last year seven did the work. 

Were the untaxed property, such as pubdjic 
buildings, churches, school buildings, etc., in- 
cluded, it would swell the grand total to an 
astonishing degree. Were all the subarban 
manufacturing establishments, homes, etc., in- 
eluded, Macon would show up a great deal 
better. 

This is another argument for the extension 
ef the city limits. People ssem to be awaken- 
ing to the necessity of such an extension more 
and more every day. Men who have big inter- 
ests inside the city cannot vote on questions of 
vital interest as effecting their own property, 
beeause they live outside the city, while a 
negro wood-chopper, with a hovel in an alley, 
can generally find somebody who wants his 
vote bad enough to pay his poll tax to secure 
it. A balf mile extension of the city would 
alter things materially, and in many respects 
wastiy for the better.

It is 
believed that the governor will offer a reward 
sufficient to make sure of his capture, as the 
women of our country must be protected. 


FRUIT EVAPORATION, 


The Citizens of Douglas Organize a Canning 
Company.

A Bratch of the Famous Family that Attracts bot 
Little Attention—They are Ignored EHoatir.ly 
by Their Hich Relatives in New York— 
Where The Poor Vanderbilta Live. 


New York, March 10.—Everybody who is 
anybody knows the rich Vanderbilts. Weall 
know, or at least we say we know, the famous 
Fifth avenne palace, its interior decorations, 
ite art gallery, its great dining hall, and all its 
Sybarite tempting luxuries. Who among us is 
brave enough to lift up his voice and confess 
that he has notsome knowledge of the beauti- 
ful Vanderbilt country seat at Newport, and of 
that other magnificent Vanderbilt homestead 
on the Great Seuth bay? Who has not read of 
the Vanderbilt yacht Alva,that throws the royal 
yacht of Queen Victoria into the shade and 
makes the pleasure boats of all other mere 


kings and queens appear mean and contempti- | 


ble? Isthere any one so low in the social scale 
that he does not know something of the thou- 
sand and one soft luxuries that make the name 
f this richest of American families a house« 
hold word? 

But who knows the poor Vanderbilts? How 
many gentle readers—or how many savage 
readers for that matter--have ever heard of 
these poor relations? Whatdoes Fifth avenue 
care forcousin John Vanderbilt, practically a 
pauper; for cousin William H. Vanderbilt, the 
poor farmer; for cousia Anthony J. Vanderbilt, 
who “works round” for a living, or for cousin 
John L. Vanderbilt, the red-shirted hired man 
who mines iron ore fora bare subsistence? Fifth 
avenue does not know them and doesn’t want 
toknowtbhem. Poor relations are always un- 
pleasant cnoughb, heaven knows, aud are apt to 
intrude, iike accidents, in the best regulated 
fymilies. Notthat the big Vanderbilts do not 

‘know ofthese couniry Vandgpbilts. for they 
do, but they find it more convenient to ignore 
the existence of the ill-fed, ill-dressed cousins. 
And on the Other hand, the relatives have 
never shamed the swe)! branch of the family 
by intruding on inconvenient occasions and 
asking aid. 

Marriages and deaths, the incomings and 
outgoings of one branch of the family are 
chronicled with all the fullness of detail that 
newspapers love to give to the affairs of the 
very rich. It may be timely to saya word 
about the other branch of the family,if haply 
it may suggest an idea to Fifth avenue—that 
street of much brown stone and little brown 
study. Besides, why should not a poor Van- 
derbilt be as interestipg as arich one? Hath 
not the poor cousin eyes, ears, nose? If you 
brick him, will he not bleed; if you tickle him, 
will he not laugh? 

One of these common relatives, named 
Villiam H. Vanderbilt, was secretly married 
the other day to Celia Scribner, at the village 
of Bloomingdale, a little way back in New 
Jersey. He is only 16 years old, and his 
wife is not yet 15. There were no grand 
festivities on the occasion, young Vanderbilt 
did not wear a dress coat—as a statement of 
the fact he never even saw a dress suit—and 
the newspapers wasted no valuable columas 
describing the event.

After 
two hours'of jolting, inquiry for William H. 
Venderbiit is .rewarded and “Bilil’s house” is 
pointed out. A mnddy lane leads up to it, two 
white pigs are burrowing under the gate, a red 
rooster stands just within the open kitchen 
door and a pair of oxen stand barring the en- 
trance to the yard, where a young man in 
heavy boots and rough clothes has jast com- 
manded thftm to halt. The young man says 
he is William H. Vanderbiit and leads the way 
into the house. 

It is kitchen, parlor, bedroom, drawingroom, 
art gallery, allinone. A piece of old blanket 
stutied in a broken window pane keeps out the 
ecld, a big kitchen stove warms the room, a 
kettle of onions is simmering on the fire, filling 
the place with its penetrating presence; short 
firew« od is piled up all about the inside wall, 
and a black-blanketed bed alongside the stove 
completes the furniture. An old man rests in 
an old-fashioned chair. He is introduced as 
John Vanberbilt, a cousin of the famous com- 
modore. His wife, nearly as old, but much 
more active, stands by and seems deeply inter- 
ested that any newspaper should care to say 
apythiog about her or her sons. 

It is difficult for a city-bred person to com- 
prehend the narrow routine, the close horizon, 
the humdrum existence, the utter stagnation 
of the daily life of these Vanderbilts. Tuaeir 
horizon is bounded by Hibernia, the postoffics 
of that section. Onetripto New York in a 
lifetime is amusement enough for them. 
There are no churches, so they do not go to 
church. School houses are indefinitely far 
away somewhere in the vague distance, so they 
bave never gone to school, Social life they 
know nothing of, even its most primitive 
state, for there areno neighbors. Work is the 
law of their lives and sleep their only recrea- 
tien. 

John Vanderbilt, the second cousin of the 
‘commodore, is 79 years old, and has lived in 
Morris county for halfacentry. Up to three 
yc(ars ago he was an expert fisherman, and 
made a living that way, while his wife, some 
nine years younger, was known as the most 
rapid cleaner of catfish in the country. The 
couple are too old to work now, and live with 
their son, William H., who supports them. The 
pordscens telling about the Vanderbilt family, 
said: 

‘“‘As near as I kin tell, the fust one of the 
name that cum here from furrin parts was 
Jake an’ John, two brothers. They was Low 
Dutch, er suthin’ of that stripe, I ess, an’ 
they sot ’emselves down on Staten island, near 
what they used ter call Toad’s hill in them 
days.

“Ole Jake he hada _ son ¢ lius, that was 
the commodore’s father, ohn had ason 
Aaron, who was my father, an’ they was a 
right smart team of youngsters an’ got along 
well. They was brung up together, too. Yer 
see, ole John died when my ole man was a lit- 
tle shaver an’ left him all alone an’ purty poor 
off. But ole Jake had a heart in him as big as 
a pumpkin, an’ he tuk the little fellowin outen 
the cold. Butole Jake’s wife wasn’t just like 
him, an’ I’ve often heered the olé man say she 
used him purty tough makin’ him do all the 
rough jobs an’ givin’ him to eat what the rest 
wouldn’t. But the ole man was tougher than 
ayoung bear an’ he squeezed through and 
cum outall right. Mebbe it done him good— 
kinder sharped him up liketo hoe his own 
row better when he got bigger.

We 
have never asked them for anything and do 
not intend to. I have 1Macresof land here 
and work ’round for a living,se I do pretty 
well, considerin’. We gitenough to eat, such 
as ‘tis, and have enough to keep us warm. 
pay $1 an sere rent for the land to the Old 
Furnace miniog company. ’Tisn’t good land, 
of course, but we mauage to raise acrop in 
patches between the stones.

‘the-door, In the melee seyeral ladies were | 
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knocked down and trampled upon. Davis 
rallied his forces outside the building, but 
they were frightened and quickly dispersed. 
Cornish baptized twenty-three converts. The 
village is in a state of constant dread, fear- 
ing that bloodshed will yet resulf, 


THE following glowing tribute to President 
Cleveland’s administration, from that rabid 
republican organ, the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat, is one of the many genuine evidences 
that the great and good democratic party 1s 
proceeding nobly with its work of retorm. 
The Globe-Democrat says: 

According to the estimate of the New York Even- 
ing Post, changes have been made in the past two 
years in 80,000 of the 120,000 federal offices. It is 
not easy to see how this proves Mr. Cleveland to 
be a faithful civil service reformer; but certainly a 
president who has caused appointments to be made 
at the rate of oneevery four or five minutes of the 
entire time since he was inaugurated may be said 
to have exerted himself considerably for the pur- 
pose of preventing his civil service reform preju- 
dices from overcoming his desire to provide his 
party friends with places/and salaries. 

Of course this was intended as a rebuke to 
the democratic administration, but if the 
president will bounce the 40,000 republican 
officers still holding positions that democrats 
ought to occupy, another rebuke in the same 
line will assure the public that the democ- 
racy isin earnest. But a removal to every 
four minutes of his administration is pretty 
good forthe president. Really, we had no 
idea that he had done so well. 


Cotton Facts and Figures. 

The last cotton circular issued by Neill 
Brothers, of London, is fall of interesting 
information. 

At the outset the circular makes the fol- 


lowing statement : 

Judged by nearly all former experience the evi- 
dence of the course of receipts is conclusively in 
favor of a crop of at least 6,5(0,000 to 6,600,000 bales, 
and as that is the only sort of evidence open to us 
at this disfance we should, if it depeaded upon us, 
be afraid to commit ourselves any longer to an eS 
timate lower thanthis. We should conclude that 
at the time we put forth our estimate of 6,700,000, 
Bureau and National Exchange theirs of 6,400,000 
to 6,500,000, the crop was good for at least 6,906,090, 
from which the loss of 300,000 to 400,000 bales by 
the November frosts, reduced it to 6,500,000 to 
6,€00,000-—figures which are now borne out by the 
course of receipts. 

Reference is made to the New Orleans es- 
timate before the November frosts of 6,700,- 
000 bales, and the claim that 400,000 Is a 
fair deduction for the {loss by these frosts. 
A cable special from New Orleans, reiterat- 
ing this estimate, said that on February Ist. 
87) per cent of the whole crop was in sight, 
and that stocks remaining on plantations 
and in uncounted towns was about half 
those of last year. In reply to this the Lon- 


don cotton men say: 

It may, however, be noted that on the - foregoing 
hypothesis that 8744 per cent of the total had b3en 
brought to light by Ist of February the crop would 
amount to 6,250,000 bales, while on the supposition 
that the quantity remaining on plantations, etc., 
amounted at that date to so much as two-thirds of 
that of last year the crop would turn out 6,515,000 
bales. We must therefore either suppose that the 
good judgment and information of Messrs, Henry 
Neill & Co., have on this occasion deserted them, 
or adhere to the conclusion that the crop will not 
vary greatly from 6,300,000 bales—that is to say from 
their early figures of 6,700,000 bales, less the 400,000 
bales lost by the November frosts. 


But owing to the enormous consumption which 
has been steadily maintained since the commence- 
ment of the season, the large deliveries have been 
rapidly absorbed, the increase recorded till last 
month in the yisthle supply of American haying 
entirely disappeared, and there being now a de- 
ficiency in the American ports and counted interior 
towns of 311,000 bales against the European in- 
crease of [307,000, Under these circumstances it is 
important to consider what will be the amount of 
future supplies to be received by Europe in the 
event of the crop resulting in so small a total as 
6,500,000 bales.

Our Washington correspondent has pre- 
sented some of the details concerning Sena- 
tor John Sherman’s proposed southern tour. 
This tour is undertaken at a time when the 
Ohio politician believes that he can mingle 
business with pleasure. He will go to Flor- 
ida, thence to Cuba, and on his return will 
make an effort to tickle theribs of the solid 
south. 

John Sherman is a very cool hand, anda 
very cunning one,and, since the war, he has 
had one of his glittering eyes continually 
fixed onthe south. It will be rememberet 
that John was conspicuous among the ‘‘vis- 
iting statesmen,’’ appointed by President 
Grant to visit the south when the three re- 
turning boards were expected to do the bid- 
ding of Zachariah Chandler. Honest John 
went to Louisiana, and there he made the 
acquaintance Of Madison Wells and the 
other returning board thieves, and of Ander- 
son‘and Liza Pinkston. 

The estimable senator cut a pretty wide 
swath inthe sunny south. He and his col- 
leagues made the champagne and the broth 
fly. They destroyed freelunches and facts 
without compunction. The details of this 
great scandal are still fresh in the minds of 
newspaper readers. The stay of the ‘‘visit- 
ing statesmen”’ in the south was a continued 
orgie of political crime and corruption, and 
the result was that Hayes, who was defeated 
by the votes of the people, was seated in the 
president’s chair by means of the corrupt 
machinery set in motion by John Sherman 
and his coparceners. We have no feeling 
about this great crime, but we should be 
glad to see Mr. Sherman become the presi- 
dential candidate of the republican party;

The Franco-German Situation. 

The assured trinmph of the septennate 
army bill in Germany indefinitely postpones 
the apprehended war with France. | 

It is now understood that the war talk of 
Bismarck and Von Moltke was all for a pur- 
pose. It was designed to influence the Ger- 
man elections, and it had the desired effect. 

In point of fact, the two countries have 
not been in the slightest danger of a collision. 
The trouble, what there was. of it, was 
almost wholly the work of sengational news- 
paper correspondents. The military prepa- 
rations of France and Germany were neces- 
sary not for aggression, but for self-defense. 

A few quotations from high authorities 
will sustain this view. Quite recently Ad- 
miral Maxse wrote from Paris that not a 
single French soldier had moved to the fron- 
tier in the past two months. This state- 
ment was concurred in by Boulanger, the 
prime minister, the minister for foreign 
affairs, aud other high officials. The French 
minister at Vienna talked in thesame strain. 
He said that France would not attack Ger- 
many because there was a feeling among the 
French that the power which commenced 
the next war would be defeated. So much 
for France. Now, a word concerning Ger- 
many. The London Times caused the Ger- 
man ministers in Vienna, London, Brussels, 
Paris and St. Petersburg to be interviewed, 
and all of them were positive in the state- 
ment that Germany contemplated peace and 
nothing but peace. 

These expressions mean that there will be 
no war between France and Germany, un- 
less the latter becomes engaged in a struggle 
with another power. This contingency will 
depend upon the action of Russia, and it is 
useless to speculate upon the policy of this 
sphinx of nations. So far as probabilities 
go, however, there is no reason at present to 
look for a general European War with Russia 
at the bottom of it.

tions.

States supreme court yesterday set the seal of un- 
constitutionality upon a relic of commertial bar- 
barism in declaring the imposition by one state or 
municipality of a liceuse tax on drummers or 
traveling salesmen from another state to be an in- 
terference with interstate commerce. The cases in 
question were brought from Tennessee and Mary- 
land, but the practice of many southern states in 
this matter bas been a source of needless iucon- 
venience to business men and of detriment to the 
taxing community. 

New York Times (rep.): Any one who takes 
the trouble to reflect what was hoped and feared of 

Mr. Cleveland two years ago, and to compare with 
that the condition into which the executive branch 
of goyernment, so far as it is subject to the intic-

MR. MONTAGUE EXPLAINS IT. 


He Imitates Mind-Reader Bishop, and Says 
It Isn’t Mind Keading at All, 
From the New York Sun. 

While Washington Irving Bishop was per- 
forming feats of mind reading on the stage of 
Wallack’s last night,and keeping the secret to 
bimself, Charles Howard Montague, a Boston 
newspaper man, was duplicating some of Mr. 
Bishop's best known feats on Dockstader’s stage, a 
stone’s throw away, and telling his audience all 
about how he did it. Mr. Montague is a small 
neryous man, not unlike Mr. Bishop in personal 
appearance, A committee of hewspaper men and 
others, with Editor Harrison Gray Fiske as chair- 
man, occupied the stage. Mr. Montague was 
blindfolded, and used the members of the com- 
mittee as his subjects. He found a dagger that 
was hiddey, and stabbed at a man that one of the 
committee hai previously stabbed at, doing the 
feat almost as adeptly as Bishop does. In grasp- 
ing at the weapon to lift it from its hiding place, 
however, he seized hold of the keen double-edge 
blade by mistake, and cut a deep gash in Mis 
Gnger. He bound the wound up, and weut 
through his performance, although the fiow of 
blood did not stop. 

He ‘ound a hidden handkerchief that contained 


rsons in the audience, and returned the articles 
to their owners correctly. After that, with four 
committeemen holding fast toa copper wire, he 
dragged them to the spot, away up near the roof of 
the theates, where they had hidden a dagger; and, 
finally, he reproduced the four figures, 9435, which 
& CCmmitteeman had written upon a blackboard, 
but which Mr. Montague had no chance of seeing 
beforehand. % 

Aiterward Mr. Montague explained that he had 
done all these feats by reading the tremor of the 
muscles of the subject’s hands and wrists. He 
declared that neither he nor Mr. Bishop were com- 
pletely blindfolded when they tied a handkerchief 
over their eyes. They could both always see where 
they were going by looking downward. That 
enabled them to walk about in comparative free- 
com, Mr. Montegue explained that when a sub 
ject was drawn near any hidden object that was 
the. subject of a test, and meantime honestly 
thought intently of the whereabouts of the article, 
a bervyous movement of the subject's muscles would 
indicate to the mind reader the path to the hidden 
article Where a wire was used the unconscious 
tendency of the committeemen to draw back when 
led in a wrong direction gave the clew to the op- 
erator. 

Mr. Montague asserted that this same principle | 
wes the one that enabled Mr. Bishop on 
to drive blindfolded from the Hoffman house to the 


Gramercy Park hotel and finda hidden pin. Mr. | 
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was danger of a collision, the anxiety of the commit- 
tee to avoid it would impel them to give him a tip. 
When he got to the hotel the movement of the 
hands of the committeemen lead him to the hiding 
place ofthe pin. It was not mysterious atall. By 
long practice Mr. Bishop had got so that he could 
read instantly the muscle tremors of a subject. 

Mr, Bishop’s novelty at Wallack’s last night was 
the rearranging of a striking tableau that three 
of his committee had made during his absence by 
grouping themselves in unusual attitudes upon the 
stage.

Stanley’s Expedition, 
From the New York Sun. 

Mr. Stanley, at the head of an expedition 
numberipvg seven hundred and forty-eight souls, is 
now steaming southward, intending to double the 
cape of Good Hope, sail up the west coast, and 
ascend the Congo on his way to the relief of Emin 
Pasha. In twenty dayshe expects to reach the 
Congo. The present facilities for ascending the 
river are eo well known that Stanley’s rate of pro- 
gress can be almost exactly foretold. It will take 
him about fifty five days from the coast to reach 
Stanley falls, 3,300 miles upthe river. By May 5th 
he Will in all probability reach Stanley falls, and 
he then bas before him over 400 miles of land 
travel, nearly half of which is through an almost 
unknown and more or less hostile region. This 
stretch of landisthe unknown quantity in the 
problem before him. How rapidly he can advance 
in the region where a party of Tippu 
Tib’s Arabs were repulsed a little overa year ago, 
cannot be foretold, but Mr. Stanley hopes to reach 
Wadelai before July 1.

A SICKENING SCENE IN AN UN- 
DERGROUND HOVEL. 
— a 
Corpses of Twe Persons Who Have Been Dead 
os Weeks Found on s Bed—Arrest of the 
Family-Fight Rether Than Bathe—Au 
Instance of Total Depravity, B:c, 


New Brunswick, N. J., March 10. -The 
Denmead family fhave for years furnished gos- 
sip for the people of New Brunswick. Eccen- 
tric and wealthy, yet living in squalor, in a 
qretched hovel, underground, they have fuar- 
gished material for many a newspaper story. 
For the past two months rumors relative to the 
condition of Mrs. Samuel Denmead have been 
It being utterly impossible to 
gecure an entrance to the house, owing to the 
ferce conduct of Samuel Denmead, no one 
solved the mystery until today. 

The theory that Mrs. Denmead was dead, 
gained currency for two reasons: Because she 
had not been seen for over two months and be- 
cause her husband, Samuel, recently ordered 
coffins by the wholesale from local carpenters. 
A warrant for the arrest of the Denmeads was 
jesued this afternoon, upon the complaint of 
Mrs. Brundage, of Picataway, and Chief of 
Police Fourratt, accompanied by officers, re- 

rtersand relatives of the Denmeads, pro- 

dto the hovel. 

Par cesshing the door they were confronted 

John Denmead, one of the brothers, who 
attempted to prevent their entrance, but he 
was easily overpowered. As the door opened 
a frightful stench assailed the nostrils of the 
party and John Denmead, seeing that 
resistance Was procured a 
light and way into 
@ rear room, where upon the same bed lay the 
dead bodies of Cornelia and Robert Denmead, 
horribly decomposed. When asked why the 
fact of his relatives’ death had not been made 
kpown, John Denmead said: 

“We were afraid they would be taken away 
from us.”’ 

Officers were placed on guard at the hovel, 
avd Jobn and Samuel Denmead were taken 
into custody. A coroner's jary has been eim- 
panelled to determine the cause of the death of 
the Denmeads. John Denmead says that they 
both died five weeks ago, and that he wanted 
to have them buried and out of the way, but 
Semuel would not listen to it. The bodies 
have been removed by order of County Physi- 
cian Rice. 

When Samuel was taken into the washroom 
of the jail to be given a bath he fought like a 
tiger. The coroner's jury will meet Monday. 


A FORGER’S RETREAT. 


The Bold Scheme of - Ex-Convict—His Ar- 
reste 
Avcust A, Ga., March 10.—[Special.]—As was 
mentioned in yesterday’s CONSTITUTION, a 
man giving his name as H. R. Youngblood 
forged the name of Major T, P. Branch to two 
checks, one for $60 and the other for $70. 
These he succeeded in having cashed before 
banking hours by John McNally 
Mrs. Fogarty, two storekeepers onthe out- 
ekirts of the city. When the checks were pre- 
sented at the Georgia railroad bank, both were 
immediately pronounced forgeries. The case 
was at once reported at the police headquarters,

Deputy Campbell 
went down and arrested him, arriving in the 
city tonight. There is no doubt of his being 
an accomplice, as it is known he 
stole six blank checks from Major Branch’s 
check book a few days since. It is also sus- 
pected that they were the burglars who blew 
open the safe in McBean on Saturday night, 
and robbed it of $200, as both were near Mc- 
Bean that night. Both, of course, deny their 
guilt, but are, nevertheless, confined in jail as 
the proof against them is positive.

ALABAMA. 

Mr. J. C. Welch has been elected mayor

hunt work elsewhere.

A little daughter of Mr. David Powell, of 


Dayton. was shot and killed a few days ago by 
the accidental discharge of a pistol. 

A four-year-old child of Mr. Thomas Cham- 
bers, who lives near Blountsville, was so badly 
burned a few days ago that it is not expected 
to live. 

A piece of gold ore about the size of a baby’s 
aoe Found near Alexander City, was recently 
sold in New York for $22. A large amount of 
this ore has been found in the Tallapora hills, 
and owners are holding their lands at a high 
figure.

The town and neighborhood of Searcy have 
for weeks past been greatly excited over the 
running at large of maddogs. The excitement 
was increased when it became known that Mrs. 
Mary Pitts, a weil known lady, had been bit- 
ten by one of these rabid canines. The ani- 
mal attacked Mrs, Pitts and bit her in several 
places, her arm and body being dreadfully 
lacerated. A madstone was procured and ap- 
plied tothe wounds. It remained upon each 
some time and was repeatedly applied. This 
is the fourth person who has been bitten by a 
mad dog in the locality named. All of these 
treated the wounds with a madstone. No ca- 
ses of hydrophobia have yet developed, but 
there is naturally considerable anxiety among 
all concerned, 


In Brinkley a negro was recognized as a fagi- 
tive from Lincoln county, where he killed an- 
other negro a few months ago. 
he was recognized and tried to escape by quiet- 
ly slipping into a henhouse in a neighboring 
backyard, where he was captured. He con- 
feseed to the killing, but claims self-defense. 
The sheriff of that county was promptly no‘i- 
fied and replied that he would come at once. 
The negro had a “pal” or partner who quickly 
took the hint and struck out at a rapid gait 
down the railroad in the direction of Little 
Rock. He was not captured, but is known to 
have reached the long trestle at “Bayou De- 
view,” six miles west, abent dark. He is 
thought to be the negro who killed a merchant 
on acount of a debt a few days ago near Wi- 
nona, Miss. 


The circuit court of Marion county, now in 
session at Yellville, has found an indictment of 
murder in the first degree against Andrew 
Hed gepeth for the killing of George Watkins. 
The murder occurred some weeks ago. Hedge- 
peth lived with Watkins and his wife on a farm 
near Yellville. He fell in love with Mrs. Wat- 
kins and she reciprocated his passion. Hedge- 
peth and Watkins went to town together one 
day and Watkins has not been seen since. 
Mrs. Watkins soon after disappeared and 
was traced to Fayetteville and arrest- 
ed. She had driven a team of horses 
over lonely roads hundreds of miles, camped 
out at night to avoid observation, accompanied 
only by a twelve year old boy. She confessed 
Hedgepeth had killed her husband, and in- 
tended to marry her. He was arrested just as 
he was preparing to leave the county. He de- 
nies the woman's allegation. Watkins’s body 
bas not been found, and the case against 
Hedgepeth becomes unique, the point being 
raised in bis behalf that until the body is dis- 
covered no guilt can be established.

From a New York Letter.

Corpses of Twe Persons Who Have Been Dead 
gag Om Weeks Found on a Bed—Arrest of the 
Family- Fight Rather Than Bathe-An

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gw BRUNSWICK, N. J., March et 
ad family fhave for years furnis gos- 
ge the people of New Brunswick. Eccen- 
tric and wealthy, yet living in squalor, in @ 
wretched hovel, underground, they have far- 
gished material for many a newspaper story. 
For the past two months rumors relative to the 
condition of Mrs. Samuel Denmead have been 
flying about. It being utterly impossible to 
gecure an entrance to the house, owing to the 
fierce conduct of Samuel Denmead, no one 
solved the mystery until today. 

The theory that Mrs. Denmead was dead, 
gained currency for two reasons: Because she 
had not been seen for over two months and be- 
cause her husband, Samuel, recently ordered 
coffins by the wholesale from local carpenters. 
A warrant for the arrest of the Denmeads was 
issued this afternoon, upon the complaint of 
Mrs. Brundage, of Picataway, and Chief of 
Police Fourratt, accompanied by officers, re- 

rtersand relatives of the Denmeads, pro- 

d to the hovel. 

Pan aching the door they were confronted 

John Denmead, one of the brothers, who 
attempted to prevent their entrance, but he 
was easily overpowered. As the door opened 
a frightful stench assailed the nostrils of the 
party and John Denmead, seeing that 
resistance Was useless, procured a 
light and led the way into 
@ rear room, where upon the same bed lay the 
dead bodies of Cornelia and Robert Denmead, 
When asked why the 
fact of his relatives’ death had not been made 
kvown, John Denmead said: 

“We were afraid they would be taken away 
from us.” 

Officers were placed on guard at the hovel, 
and Jobn and Samuel Denmead were taken 
into custody. A coroner’s jury has been em- 
panelled to determine the cause of the death of 
the Denmeads. John Denmead says that they 
both died five weeks ago, and that he wanted 
to have them buried and out of the way, but 
Samuel would not listen to it. The bodies 
have been removed by order of County Physi- 
cian Rice. 

When Samuel was taken into the washroom 
of the jail to be given a bath he fought like a 
tiger. The coroner's jury will meet Monday. 


A FORGER’S RETREAT. 


The Bold Scheme of ~ Ex-Convict—His Ar- 
reste 
Avoavust A, Ga., March 10.—[Special.]—As was 
mentioned in yesterday’s CONSTITUTION, a 
man giving his name as H. R. Youngblood 
forged the name of Major T, P. Branch to two 
checks, one for $60 and the other for $70. 
These he succeeded in having cashed before 
banking hours by John McNally 
Mrs. Fogarty, two storekeepers onthe out- 
ekirts of the city. When the checks were pre- 
sented at the Georgia railroad bank, both were 
immediately pronounced forgeries. The case 
was at once reported at the police headquarters, 
and Chief Twiggs detailed Private Stone and 
Deputy Sheriff Campbell to work up the case 
and arrest the guilty pai- 
ties. Policeman Stone, who is a 
shrewd officer, after searching the city thor- 
oughly, came to the conclusion, from points 
ined, that his man had left.the city and gone 
into Carolina. He trailed him as far as Lang- 
ley, where he learned that a man answering 
the description had boarded a freight train 
there, after walking from Augusta. Stone 
then proceeded to Williston, where 
he learned that the man answering the de- 
scription resided sixteen miles from that Pace 
0- 
gether with John McNally, who joined him, 
they went to the house of F. A. Blackwood, 
the man described to them, and arrested him 
at the pointof a revolver, McNally recogniz- 
ing him a3 the man who had 
the forged check. After 
him the house was 
searched, and a number of blank checks, drafts, 
a quantity of blank paper, $75 in money, to- 
gether with a printing press and a lotof type: 
also, a number of letterheads of different 
prominent Carolina firms, showing conclusively 
that he had been operating his nefarious trick 
for some time. On his way to the city with 
Officer Stone, he acknowledged having served 
a term in the Carolina penitentiary for forging 
a note for fifty-nine dollars on F. W. Wagner 
& Co., of Charleston. He was recognized here 
by all parties he had tried to pass the checks 
on. From information gained from him, 
it was learned that he had an accomplice 
in the person of Charles Garris, working on 
Major Branch’s farm, fuurteen miles from the 
city on the Central road. Deputy Campbell 
went down and arrested him, arriving in the 
city tonight. There is no doubt of his being 
an accomplice, as_ it is known he 
stole six blank checks from Major Branch’s 
check booka few days since. It is also sus- 
pected that they were the burglars who blew 
open the safe in McBean on Saturday night, 


- and robbed it of $200, as both were near Mc- 


Bean that night. Both, of course, deny their 
guilt, but are, nevertheless; confined in jail as 
the proof against them is positive. 


HOW HE FIXED IT. 


Arrest of a Texas Official for Raising a 
Check, 

AusTIN, Texas, March 10,—P.S. Hennessy, 
sergeat-at-arms of the Texas senate, was ar- 
rested this afternoon on complaint of Senator 
Knittle, chairman of the committee on contin- 
gent expenses, charged with forgery. The 
compiaint alleges that Hennessy raised a one- 
hundred dollar warrant on the treasury to one 
hundred and fifty dollars. The warrant was 
for the purchase of postage for the senate. At 
a preliminary hearing this evening, Hennessy 
madea statement. He said that after the 
Warrant was drawn yesterday. and signed by 
the presiding officer and Chairman Knittle, he 
discovered by the books that over fifty 
dollars was due him for advances. 
He had use for about forty dollars and went 
out and searched for Chairman Knittle with a 
view of getting him to increase the amount of 
the warrant. He was unable to find Knuittle 
and increased the warrant himself, but imme- 
diately charged himself with the additional 
fifty dollars. Hesays no fraud was intended 
and that the senate still owes him for the 
money advanced for supplies. Hennessy 
was held in $1,000 bond. As soon as his arrest 
was known, Senator Terrell offered a resolu- 
tion appointing W. T. Brewer acting sergeant- 
at-arms and providing for the creation of a 
committee of three to investigate the charge 
against Hennessy. Thiscommittee was imme- 
diately appointed, with Senator Terrell as 
chairman, Hennessy’s arrest caused a genuine 
fensation He is one of the most popular ofti- 
cers about the capitol. Prior to his election as 
Se? geant-at-arms he was a prominent comniis-

A communication of a wholesome nature has 
been sent by John Brown, Jr., son of the heroie 
martyr of Harper’s Ferry, to Major Henry E, 
Young, of Charleston. He takes occasion in send- 
ing $5 for the fund to say that he told one who had 
visited Charleston soon after the earthquake, if ‘‘a 
small token of sympathy from one of the family 
of John Brown of Harper’s Ferry would be ac- 
cepted, 1 would forward the money as soon as I 
could earn it.’’ Assured as to this point, he now 
fulfils his purpose, saying: 

Please accept and bestow as in your judgment 
sha}l appear b?st this slight token of the kind feel- 
ing which I know possessed the heart of John 
Brown and of each of his family toward the people 
of the south. It was only toward her slavery that 
he or any of bis kindred cherished ‘‘a sacred ani- 
mosity.’’ (Chattel slavery—a wrong for which the 
north and south were responsible—has ceased, ex- 
piated in the blood of brethren. The storm of 
frairicidal war which closed that scenein our 
country’s drama has left us, we may hope, a clear 
sky and a land that shall ever more be made 
glad and beautiful by the sunshine of righteous- 
ness, right and fair dealing, by all towards all. 

Mejor Young wrote in reply: 

Iam somewhat at at a loss how toanswer, the an- 
swer might be so many sided; still, however many 
sided, the great cerdinal point would be the recog- 
nition of ;jthe importance ofthe part that a son of 
John Brown, of Harper’s Ferry—bearing his name 
—should send tothe sufferers of Charleston, as a 

‘token of sympathy,’’ that which he had to earn in 
order tosend. The story of the widow’s mite has 
become areality, and byitalonecan your signifi- 
cant gift be measured—a gift most appropriately 
sent on Washington's birthday. I thank you very 
sincerely for your contribution, but yet more for 
the spirit that prompted it. It shows, indeed, that 
peace and good-will have returned to the nation. 

CHARLESTON, &. C., March 10.—John Brown, Jr.* 
son of John Brown, of Harper’s Ferry, has written 
aletierto Major Henry E. Young, warmly approv- 
ing ot the disposition made of his contribution to 
the earthquake fund. Mr. Brown's money was 
turned over to the confederate home.

ALABAMA. 

Mr. J. C. Welch has been elected mayor 
Uniontown. 

Some ore land in Franklin was sold a few 
days ago at $150 an acre. 

The strike at Day’s Gap, Walker county, 
still continues, and many miners are leaving 60 
bunt work elsewhere. 

-A lady living in the southern part of Fayet’e 
county gave birth to an eyeless girl baby rz- 
cently. The child is doing well. 

A little daughter of Mr. David Powell, of 
Dayton. was shot and killed a few days ago by 
the accidental discharge of a pistol. 

A four-year-old child of Mr. Thomas Cham- 
bers, who lives near Blountaville, was so badly 
burned a few days ago that it is not expected 
to live. 

A piece of gold ore about the size of a baby’s 
fist, found near Alexander City, was recently 
sold in New York for $22. A large amount of 
this ore has been found in the Tallapora hills, 
and owners are holding their lands at a high 
figure. 

There is a little negro boy about seven years 
of age living near Uniontown, who seems to 
possess a wonderful talent. He can takea lump 
of mud from the roadside and with his hand 
form any animal he ever saw and the reore- 
sentation is almost perfect. All the proportions 
are good. 

An old woman claiming to be of Scotch de- 
scent, and in search of Jand, visited Brewton 
last week. She abruptly left her hotel, on foot, 
and as she did not return, she was searched for 
and found across the state line in Florida, in a 
demented conditien.

The clerk donated 
his fee and all bands congratulated him upon 
his third venture, and great expectations exist 
in the minds of all as to results. He lives in 
Greenwood township. 


Thetown and neighborhood of Searcy have 
for weeks past been greatly excited over the 
running at large of maddogs. The excitement 
was increased when it became known that Mrs. 
Mary Pitts, a weil known lady, had been bit- 
ten by one of these rabid canines. The ani- 
mal attacked Mrs, Pitts and bit her in several 
places, her arm and body being dreadfully 
lacerated. A madstone was procured and ap- 
plied to the wounds. It remained upon each 
some time and was repeatedly applied. This 
is the fourth person who has been bitten by a 
mad dog in the locality named. All of these 
treated the wounds with a madstone. No ca- 
ses of hydrophobia have yet developed, but 
there is naturally considerable anxiety among 
all concerned, 


In Brinkley a negro was recognized as a fagi- 
tive from Lincoln county, where he killed an- 
other negro a few months ago. 
he was recognized and tried to escape by quiet- 
ly slipping into a henhouse in a neighboring 
backyard, where he was captured. He con- 
fessed to the killing, but claims self-defense. 
The sheriff of that county was promptly no‘i- 
fied and replied that he would come at once. 
The negro had a “pal” or partner who quickly 
took the hint and struck out at a rapid gait 
down the railroad in the direction of Little 
Rock. He was not captured, but is known to 
have reached the long trestle at “Bayou De- 
view,” six miles west, abent dark. He is 
thought to be the negro who killed a merchant 
on acount of a debt a few days ago near Wi- 
nona, Miss. 


The circuit court of Marion county, now ina 
session at Yellville, has found an indictment of 
murder in the first degree against Andrew 
Hed gepeth for the killing of George Watkins. 
The murder occurred some weeks ago. Hedge- 
peth lived with Watkins and his wife on a farm 
near Yeliville. He fell in love with Mrs. Wat- 
kins and she reciprocated his passion. Hedge- 
peth and Watkins went to town together one 
day and Watkins has not been seen since. 
Mrs. Watkins soon after disappeared and 
was traced to Fayetteville and arrest- 
ed. She had driven a team of horses 
over lonely roads hundreds of miles, camped 
out at night to avoid observation, accompanied 
only by a twelve year old boy. She confessed 
Hedgepeth had killed her husband, and in- 
tended to marry her. He was arrested just as 
he was preparing to leave the county. He de- 
nies the woman's allegation. Watkins’s body 
bas not been found, and the case against 
Hedgepeth becomes unique, the point being 
raised in his behalf that until the body is dis: 
covered no guilt can be established.

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GIFTED YOUNG ORATORS 


THE ANNIVERSARY DEBATE OF 
THE JEFFERSONIANS. 


Sna)l the Freedom of the Press be Restricted’ —This 
Question Exhaustively Debated by Four Brilli- 
ant Youcg Declaimers. Tne Judges De- 
cide in the Negative—Applause, 


The anniversary celebration of the Jeffer- 
sonian club occurred in DeGive’s opera house 
last night, in the presence of a small but in- 
tellectual and appreciative audience, The 
evening’s programme, an exceedingly enter- 
taining and edifying one, was gone through 
admirably. .The young gentlemen of the club 
may congratulate themselves upon having 
furnished so refined and pleasant an enter- 
tainment. The Jeffersonian club is an organi- 
zation of which Atlanta should be proud. It 
is a Demosthenean nursery, a training school 
for declaimers and forensic controvertists. 
The club has been in existence about two years 
and now numbers some thirty-five members. 

The following gentlemen were seated upon 
the stage: Mayor Cooper, the Hon. W. L. 
Sciuggs, Dr. Powell, Judge Marshall J. Clarke, 
Captain John Keely, Judge Howard Van Epps, 
W. A. Haygood, W. H. Rhett and J. C. Jen- 
kins. 

A brief address of welcome was pronounced 
by Mr. R. B. Blackburn, who announced that 
the exercises would consist of an oration and a 
debate. He then pleasantly introduced as the 
chosen orator of the occasion Mr, W.T. Cowles, 
who read his address, The theme 
selected by the orator was the proper sphere of 
woman, orrather adiscussion ofthe query, 
‘Should woman leave the sphere in whichjna- 
ture placed her and invade the domain of man 
or seek to follow those callings which have 
been regarded as belonging exclusively to the 
sterner sex?’ ‘The young declaimer treated his 
theme in a thoughtful manner. Evidently he 
had given the subject considerable study. At 
the conclusion of his oration, which lasted 
about twenty-fives minutes, he wag loudly ap- 
planded. Some ofhis young 1nd sirens 
scent him several beautiful bouquets and a bas- 
ket of rarest flowers, 

Mr. Blackburn then stated that the following 
query would be debated: “Resolved, That the 
freedom of the press should be restricted.’’ He 
introduced as the first debater for the aflirma- 
tive side Mr. James W. Austin. 

Mr. Austin briefly outlined what his side 
expected to prove. He clearly stated his prop- 
ositions and madea favorable impression upva 
his hearers. : 

He was followed by Mr. W. E. Scruggs, who 
was received with applause as he confronted 
the audience. He entered at once into the 
merits of the question, and made some clever 
arguments supporting the negative side of the 
proposition involved in the query. His man- 
ner denoted the natural born orator. He 
speke for exactly seven minutes, then took his 
seat as the audience applauded him. 

Mr. L. P. Barnes spoke in favor the affirmative 
side of the question. He made some exceed- 
ingly happy bits and presented Several cogent 
arguments. His remarks were well received. 

Then Mr. James L. Mayson followed in what 
was generally conceded to be the ablest ad- 
dress of the evening, He spoke for not more 
than thirty minutes, yetin this tims he thor- 
oughly covered every phase of the subject. 
His argumentation was ingenious and ingenu- 
ous His logic was irresistible, and his gencral 
manner of treating the question wascreditable. 
His diction was chaste and some of his flights 
really eloquent. His delivery, too, was ad- 
mirable. As he plied argument after argument 
with easy grace and conscious power, he did 
not secm the youthful declaimer, he rathor ap- 
peared to be the natural and practical orator. 
The judges were unstinted in their praise of 
Mr. Mayson’s effort. 

Mr. Scruggs was then permitted to speak 
again in defense of the aflirmative. He made 
2 fine argument, lasting about half an hour, 
which captivated his hearers. 

The closing argument was made by Mr. Aus- 
tin, who handled the subject in a masterly 
manner. His sallies of wit and corruscations 
of humor, his keen satire, his audacious 
reaches of criticism and captivating p ses 
aroused the audience to a high pitch of enthu- 
tiesm, and he was applauded frequently 
during the delivery of his speech. 

The three judges, Dr. Powell, Judge Mar- 
shall J. Clarke and; Judge Howard Van Epp, 
retired to the dressing room to consult and to 
determine how the query should be set- 
tled. After remaining out about ten minutes 
they returned. 

Dr. Powell was chosen as 
the spokesman and delivered 
the decision in a characteristic manner. He 
said that, Chief Justice Bleckley being absent, 
the two associate justices had insisted upon 
making him the chief justice of the occasion: 
that he and his associates had maturely can- 
vassed the merits of the several argu- 
menis made on both sides, and 
that they had unanimously agreed 
that the debatants who had advocated the 
negative side of the question should be award- 
ed the victory. The doctor paid some glowing 
compliments to all the young orators and pre- 
dicted for them both fame and fortune. 

It was near 11 o'clock when the audience

THE FEDERAL COURT. 


Judge Newman Holds Another Seance With 
the Moonshiners, 


There were six persons before the United 
States district court yesterday to answer 
charges of violating the internal revenue laws. 
Joseph Kinney, of Polk county, said he was 
not guilty of having worked in an_ illicit dis- 
tillery and the jury agreed with him, telling 
him to go free. 

But they did not accept the word of Tobe 
Hendricks, of Heard county, charged with the 
same offense, and he is now undergoing a two 
month’s sentence, 

There were two cases against Martin Barnes, 
of Gilmer county, charging him with illicit dis. 
tilling and working. The fact was brought out 
that he was convicted in 1885, and when the 
jury pronounced him guilty Judge Newman 
told him he might take up his residence in the 
Fulton county jail for eleven months and pay 
a fine of $1(0. 

Mark McClure, of Gilnfer, acknowledged 
having worked in an illicit distillery, and he 
received a three months’ sentence. 

Joseph McCiure’s plea of guilty of distilling 
and working resulted in a sentence of seven 
months and a fine of $100. 

Robert Gazaway, of Forsyth, will serve two 
months on a pleaof guilty of working in an 
illicit distillery. 

Four bonds were declared forfeited, and 
bench warrants will be issued for the parties. 

The fact was mentioned some days ago that 
the failure of congress to pass the defficiency 
bill might result in the adjournment of the 
courts, DO money being provided for meeting 
the expenses incurred; but the officers of the 
court, through the Gate City National bank, 
have secured the loan of several thousand dol- 
lars, and thus will be able to bridge over the 
difficulty.

EDUCATIONAL STATISTICS. 


A Creditable Showing From the Empire 
State of the South. 


Dr. Orr, the state school commissioner, is 
engaged at present in collecting data from 
which to prepare his annual report, showing 
the work of the public schools of Georgia dur- 
ing the calendar yearof 1886. Thus far he has 
received reports from 119 counties in the state, 
leaving only eighteen to be heard from. When 
completed, the report will show the number of 
public schools in the state, the total enroll- 
ment, white and colored separate, the average 
attendance and a full financial statement, 
showing amount of money received and 
amount expended. Nearly every county heard 
from reports a balance on hand. 

The work of consolidating these reports is 
no small task,but Dr.Orr hopes to complete the 
table, ready for the printer, inside of a month. 
It will contain much interesting information, 
axd promises to make a creditable showing for 
the empire state of the south. Two thousand 
copies of the report will be printed, and they 
will be extensively circulated. Dr. Orr states 
that, in his opinion, the report will show an 
increase in the average attendance of more 
than ten thousand over that of 1885, which 
in that year was 310,000—191,000 white 
and 119,000 colered. He also looks for a pro- 
portionate increase in the per cent of the school 
population enrolled, which, according to the 
last report, was seventy-two per cent of the 
white and forty-nine of the colored. This 
percentage will compare favorably with that 
of any state in the union, and were it possible’ 
to obtain reports from the large number of 
private schools in the state, the showing 
would be very much better. As it is, the 
school attendance is larger than ever before, 
and is steadily increasing. The edacational 
work in Georgia, in short,is much greater 
than it has ever been possible to show. 

The department of superintendents of the 
National Educational association will hold its 
annual meeting in Washington city, next 
week, beginning on Tuesday and continuing 
three days. Dr. Orr is a regular member, and 
has usually attended the meetings, but owing 
to the press of business in his office and other 
reasons he will be unable to be present at the 
coming session. He was president of the na- 
tional association in 1ss2,and presided over the 
convention held at Saratoga, N. Y., that year.

The stolen goods were return- 
ed to the railroad company, and Detective 
Jone came home bringing with him a hand- 
some reward.
